ONE HUNDRED MEN THROWN OUT 
OF EMPLOYMENT. 


Building Was Wrecked and Machinery 
of St. Louis Iron and Steel Com- 


pany Was Badly Damaged. 


Fire that’ started shortly after 3 o'clock 
Thursday morning and burned over two 
hours destroyed the main portion of the 
long two-story structure occupied by the 
St. Louis Iron and Steel Co. at the south- 
east corner of Eighth and Hickory sircets, 
and ruined a portion of the company’s ma- 
chinery. 

The fire throws 100 men out of employ- 
ment temporarily. It has not yet been an- 
nounced whether the company wili rebulid 
the structure. 

No one was injured at the fire except 
the night watchman employed by the com- 
pany, Benjamin McCulic of 132 Soulard 
street, whose right hand was painfully cut. 

Sergt. Hess of the Soulard street police 
Station reports that the fire was caused by 
“an explosion from some unknown source.” 

Private Watchman McCulic told the Post- 


Dispatch that there was a lange tank of 
Combustible fluid in the building at the 
time the fire started, but that it was not

The health of the World’s Fair will rest 
with Dr. Leonidas H. Laidley of 3538 Wash- 
ington avenue, St. Louig, who has been 
appointed medical director of the Louisiana 
Purchase Exposition Company. 

Dr. Laidley will have absolute control of 
the sanitary arrangements and regulations. 

His jurisdiction began with the confirma- 
tion of his appointment by the board of 
directors last Tuesday afternoon, and it 
will continue until the great buildings of 
the exposition shall have been razed, their 
debris removed and the beautiful site re- 
stored to nature. 

Under hts direction the emergency hos- 
pitals for employes and patrons will be 
erected, the sewage system planned and 
the sanitary welfare of the public guarded 

When the health of the employes of the 
company or the company's patrons is at 


stake his word will be law and must be 
obeyed. 

In a few weeks, according to Isaac 8S. 
Tayler, director of works, nearly 10,00 men 
wili be at work on the World's Fair. The 
exposition company will bulid emergency 
hospitals, where they may be treated tem- 
porarily for wounds received in accidents 
and sudden sickness. 

Among 10,000 men engaged in the erection 
of great buildings accidents probably wi!l 
be-numerous. in such cases the plan ofthe 
compat Is to give surgical treatment im- 
mediately.

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But He Had Been Living in Railroad 
Camps So Long Walls Gave Him 
a Cramped. Feeling. 


John Sheridan of Prairie du Pont, IIL, 
who rented a house and lived in a tent, 
has left for parts unknown. 

His tent he took with him, but the house 
he rented he left behind. 

The house belongs to Justice of the Peace 
Boyne of East St. Louis. Sheridan was not 
a bachelor. He had a wife and five chil- 
dren, who lived with him in the tent. 

In earlier days Fheridan would have been 
known as a sort of pioneer.Today he is just 


a plain laborer, who for years has worked 


with grading machines in building new 
railroads. 

Men who do such work live in camps, 
which are easily moved forward as the | 
road | Sheridan and his family 
have camped out thus for so long that hv- 
ing’ in a house is like being in jail. 

They miocved to Prairie du Pont three 
months ago and rented a house of Jusiice 
to try living like other peo- 
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moved. Attached to it will be an automo- 
bile ambulance service. 

The hospital for the employes will be just 
as proficient in its service, but will not be 
so elaborate in its furntshings. 

A staff of able physicians will be at the 
institutions constantly. 

In addition to the hospitals, small dis- 
pensaries will be erected, convenient to the 
most attractive places of the Fair. The-e 
slight injuries and sprains and unimpoprt- 
ant sick cases may be treated free. One 
physician will be at each dispensary. 

These dispensaries are expected to do an 
important work during the hot months of 
the Fair. when sunstrokes wil rage and 
exhaustion come easily. When visitors to 
the Exposition feel that they are becoming 
weak they can go to a dispensary, where 
they will be given such medicine as their 
cases may demand, and will find a com- 
fortable resting place until their strength 
returns. 

Dr. Laidley will be required to give his 
personal attention constantly to this work, 
it is expected. He will have a large staff 
of assistants. who will take the routine off 
his hands, but he will not trust to a sub- 
ordinate the important duty of seeing that 
the law of cleanliness is being strictiv en- 
forced. This is the basic principle of a 
perfect sanitary condition, and Dr. Laidley 
will make frequent tours of the grounds to 
see that his regulations are being, obeyed 

Some idea of the importance of the work 
before the medical Temartment may be 
gained from the work done by the Chicago 
World's Fair medical force. 

From the beginn'ng of the constructive 
period to the razing of the buildings 31,284 
cases were treated. 

More men will be employed in. building 
the St. Louis World’s Fair, and the at- 
tendance is expected to be much ‘<rger, 
giving far more chances for accidents and 
sickness. 

It is expected that the hosp'tal and dis- 
pensary service of the Exposition will be 
called upon to treat nearly 50.000 persons. 

Dr. Laidley is a Pennsylvanian by birh, 
but he has lived In St. Louis many vears. 
He has a large practice, both as a. physi- 
clan and a surgeon. 

“T have not selected any of the members 
of my staff as yet,”’ he said to the Post- 
Dispatch Thursday. ‘Indeed, the med'‘cal 
department of the World's Fair will prob- 
ably be a growth, expanding as may be- 
come necessary. have not outlined my 
official course. My duttes, so far as I 
know, have not yet been defined definitely.”’
